Suggested inclusion in letter to David Rockefeller 


The best known and probably the most valuable coin in the Chase Manhattan 
collection is an 1804 U. S. Silver Dollar. The Smithsonian Institution 
collection already has two of them. The American Numismatic Society does 
not have that coin at all. It would seem to be a major error of beneficence 
to give that coin to a Washington, D. C. , collection which did not need it 
and not to give it to a New York museum collection which sincerely needs 
it and wants it. You may not have been advised of this situation. The 
value of that one coin is far in excess of $100,000. 

There are probably many other pieces which the Smithsonian already has and 
which the American Numismatic Society does not have. This situation should 
be reviewed so that the Chase Manhattan holdings can do the most good for 
the public at large in their distribution.
